ASQUITH’'S REMARKS. 
Seconding Mr. Bonar Laws 
lution ex-Premier Asquith said: 

“It is only right and fitting that 
this house, the chief representative 
body of the British empire, should 
at the earliest possible opportunity 
give definite and emphatic expres- 
sion to the feelings which through- 
out the length and breadth of the 
empire have grown day by day in 
volume and fervor since the memo- 
rable decision of the President and 
Congress of the United States.” Mr. 
Asquith continued: 

“I doubt whether even now the 
world realizes the full significance of 
the step America has taken. I do not 
use language of flattery or exaggera- 
tion when I say it is one of the most 
disinterested acts in history. For 
more than 100 years it has been the 
cardinal! principle of American policy 
to keep clear of foreign entangie- 
ments. A war such as this must 
necessarily dislocate international 
commerce and finance, but on the 
balance it was doing little ap- 
preciable harm to the material for- 
tunes and prosperity of the Ameri- 
can people.“ 
“Nor were American interests at 
home or abroad directivy impertied, 
least of all, that greatest interest of 
a democratic community, the main- 
tenance of domestic independence 
and liberty.” Mr. Asquith continued.

GREETING OF DILLON. 

After Former Premier Asquith 
had concluded his address, John Di- 
lon extended greetings to the United 
States in the name of 
tionalists. 

“The Nationalists join most hear- 
tily in the welcome to the United 
States,” he said. “The full meaning 
of the entry of America into the 
struggle is gifficult to describe. It is 
mot like the entrance of the other 
allies, but has a more mighty sig- 
| Bificance to the whole civilised 
|; world. It was a breach with an un- 
| broken tradition of a century. a tradi- 
tion adhered to with vehemence and 
passion, of the principle laid down 
by W on that the country 
keep clear of entangling alliances. 

“President Wilson's epeeches to 
| Congress are documents that will go 
down in history among the nobiest 
utterances of the world's statesmen. 
The difficulty with which Mr. Wilson 
has been confronted in the last two 
and one-half years have not been 
sufficiently appreciated in this coun- 
try. He had to keep the nation 
united and bring it united into the 
war. He had to deal with a people 
which had a deep-seated and inerad- 
icabie hatred of war. 

STATESMANSHIP. 

“To bring the United States into 
the war was to make them go 
against one of the deepest instincts 
of the soul of the race. The states- 
manship, courage and patience of 
President Wilson bring him into the 
forefront of all the great statesmen 
of the past century. 

“When the banner of the United 


Irish blood in the United States was 
a loyal supporter of the President. 
I venture to prophesy that when the 
roll is called for battle the Irish will 
be there. They will outnumber, in 
proportion to their population, all 
other races among the soldiers of the 
republic. 

“The presence of the United States 
at the peace conference is a sign of 
hope and an assurance of liberty.

FOOD SITUATION NOT ONLY 
FAOTOR IN DEMONSTRATION.

Radical Anti-war Party Gets 
Control of Kiel Socialist -As- 
sembly and Passes Resolutions 
Against Voting Credits for (Con- 
tinuing Struggle.

COPENHAGEN, April 17 (via 
London, April 18, 8:20 a.m.) — The 
Vorwaerts alone of the big Berlin 
papers, ventured this morning to 
comment editorially on the strike.

ted States Navy has the finest 
body of men in the. world, due chiefly to 
the rigid standard.

of all applicants are rejected. And another 
feature that contributes to its excellence is 
the fact that more young boys, striplings in 
the middie of their teens, enter the navy 
than any other service. By a recent order 
women were admitted to the navy service 
as typists, telegraphers, wireless operators, 
clerks; thus releasing for active duty many 
men who bave been trained for war. 

Until the Spanish-American 
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enough officers to fill vacancies were taken 
into the naval service from the graduating 
classes of Annapolis, and the others were 
‘turned back into civilian life; but the short- 
age of officers is now so great that the 
Arat and second classes of the naval acad- 
emy have been ordered to active duty, thus 
adding some 400 to help officer the new 
enlistments. 

The Naval Militia may prove a formidable 
factor in the present emergency, for. though 
only about 11,000 men are now available 
for duty, they will be taken into the regu- 
lar navy as more men are needed to man 
the freat number of ships being built... 

On March 20 the President placed at the 
disposal of the Navy Department an emer- 
gency fund of $115,000,000. The largest 
contract ever given for ships in the history 
of the world was let last month, amount- 
ing to $112,000,000. The naval bill last 
year authorized the construction of 156 ves- 
sels to cost $544,852,803. Of these, ten are 
first-class battleships, which cannot be con- 
structed in less than thirty months; six 
are battle cruisers, of which our navy at 
present, strictly speaking, is without one; 
fifty are torpedo boat destroyers, nine are 
fleet su and fifty-five are coast 
— bmarines, 

But with the need for a strong navy be- 
coming more apparent, the naval bill this 
year authorized a $250,000,000 increase, in- 
cluding three more battleships at a cost of 
$15,500,000 each; one battle cruiser at $19,- 
000,000, three scout cruisers at $6,000,000 
each, and fifteen destroyers and eighty more 
submarines. 

As tremendous as that armament may 
seem, the naval authorities are agreed that 
it is not sufficient to protect the three 
coasts of the United States securely. It is 
appalling to consider how great is our need, 
even when at war with a nation encircled 
on land by bayonets and on water by ships 
other than our own; and to contemplaté

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SIMONDS ON THE 
BRITISH ARMY. 


FRANK H. SEMONDS, 


(one of America’s Two Great 
Writers on the Great War,) in the 
“American Review of Reviews.” 
My readers are familiar with the 

fact that I have been at times a se- 

vere critic of the British army, ab 
though most of my criticisms have 
agreed with the comment of British 
writers themselves or have been jus- 
tified by the evidence that became 
available in the end.

Ten years ago Congress passed 
a law which, among other things, 
declared that any American citizen 
shall be deemed to have expatriated 
himself when he has taken an oath 
of allegiance to any foreign state. 
Much ignorant criticism has been 
directed against this law. There 
has been the assumption that its 
enactment was recent, and that it 
was aimed at the Americans who 
were enlisting in the Furopean 
armies. Nothing is further from 
the truth. : 

The law was passed when Fuhu 
Root was Secretary of State with 
the purpose of correcting the gross 
abuse of our naturalization laws 
and of American citizenship. Un- 
der it the rule was established that 
Americans who reside continuously 
abroad for a certain period were 
deemed to lose their citizenship un- 
less good cause could be shown. 
The burden of proof was put upon 
them instead of the burden of dis- 
proof of the rights of Americas 
citizenship being put ‘upon the 
State Department. Under this law 
the scandals and the reflections. on 
American citizenship were done 


giance to a foreign state in order 
to enter its military eervice.

Heavy Deficit Certain is 
Mushet’s Showing. 


Officials Take Issue with 
Audit Concern. 


Municipal League also Gets an 
Oar into It. 


Although not officially filed with 
me City Council, members of that 
body yesterday received the state- 
ment of the Mushet Audit Company 
covering what it believes would be 
the resulta of the operation of the 
two power systems by the city. In- 
Stead of providing a large revenpe 
as hes frequentiy been stated by 
those in favor of current distribu- 
tion under the proposed city con- 
tracts, the Mushet audit says that 
there will be a heavy deficit, one ap- 
proximating $669,823.10 a year. 

That statement is based on a re- 
Sume of returns to the city under 
the proposed centracts with the 
Southern California Edison and the 
Pacific Tight and Power companies 
which have apparently been care- 
fully worked out on the basis of 
Fevenue and operating expenses of 
these corporations. 

MUSHET FIGURES. 3 

The gros revenue to the city, 
based on schedules of rates now 
charged by the city, would amount 
to approximately $2,684,690. The 
expenses for purchase of er; its 
generation, distribution, precia- 
tion, interest and sinking funds, 
would not only take up this large 
ineome, but would leave a deficit of 
$669,823.10. The net revenue is de- 
flared to be only a sixth of $797,- 
454, the amount necessary to meet 
Ami the interest and the sinking 
funds on the present power bond in- 
for the year of 1916- 
1917. 

When the statement was shown to 
the Public Service Commission 
members, as well as to Engineers 
Mutholiand and Scattergood, and 
Special Counsel Mathews, these of-
